ing are the details of the riot: In the First 
and Second avenues, Jackson's foundry at 
Twenty-eighth street, aad Seward’s toundry 
at Seventeenth etreet were threateaed by 
the mob this forencon, 

A detachment of the 65th New Y ork militis, 
under Colonel Bebrvnd, and two howitzers 
of the Sth militia were sent to the scene. The 
mob came up from their haunts armed with 
mutkets and carbines, but merely yelled fa- 
riously ot first. The troops tock no notice 
of thie, and leaving e detachment, with ode 
howltzer, at Seward's, they marched to First 
avenue. Here « party of roughs fired on 
tue, apd Adam Sehwend,one uf ihe soldiers, 
was elightiy wounded. The troops wheeled 
into line and placed their piece in position, 
but no further hoetility wae attempted. Afcer 
a short halé the troupes proeveded to Jackson 
ioundry, burst open the doors and entered. 

The mob now fired an occasional shot, 
which the soldiers returned with s galling 
fire, and several of the mob were wounded. 
The howitzer wae placed in s position t» 
command the strects, and matters were quict 
for an hour or so. 
About two or three o'clock reinforcements 
arrived, and the mod fired on thea, without 
effect. The soldiers took alm, bul were re 
strained from tiring by officers. 

Mr. Jackson now asked the withdrawal of 
the troops from his foundry. , 

General Brown replied, “Ishall pat my 
soldiers where 1 cheose, and no mob aball 
dictate to me where they thall be sent."’ He 
sent orders to defend the place at all hasarde, 
and not be spering of his Gre if the crowd

4:30 p.u.—A sharp fight is going on in 
Twenty-second street, between Second and 
Third svenues, between the soldiers aad 
rioters. 

All stages and cara are ronning. The city 
will be patrolled by military to-night. 
General Brown is determined that the riot 
shall be put down to-night, if Ae bills every 
found in crowd. 

The 234 Brooklyn regiment is expected 
home to night or in the morning. Some fears 
are entertained of trouble in Brooklyn to- 
night, and those troops in the country towns 
of Kings and Queens counties are ordered 
into the city. It is probable, however, that 
nothing more serious will take piace. 
Placards are posited sbout the city trom 
Archbishop Hughes requesting the rioters to 
asremble in front of his residcace to morrow, 
at 2 o'clock, for the purpose of addressing
